WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP). 
~A secret Big Three agreement 
on the voting ratio for the pro- 
posed world peace-keeping assem- 
biy prompted a demand today for 
American balloting power second 
to none. 

As projected in the Yalta pact 
the ratio would be 6-3-3 for the 
British Empire, the United States 
and Russia. 

The demand came from Chair- 
man Bloom (Dem.), New York, of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee and a member of the Amer- 
ican delegation to the San Fran- 
cisco conference,. which must de- 
cide the issue. 

After the White House made its 
disclosure of the Crimea agree- 
ment, Bloom told a reporter that 
“by any reasoning we should have 
the same vote aS any empire or 
any country in the world.” 

Bloom left no doubt that the 
American delegation would be 
asked to sponsor a proposal of 
this nature if the Yalta under- 
standing to give the United States 
and Russia three votes each in 
the assembly is pressed at the 
United Nations conference which 
opens April 25.

Nazi leaders themselves were re- 
ported putting the final touches 
on preparations for a_ planned 
withdrawal into the fastnesses of 
the Bavarian Alps, and Swiss ad 
vices said some already had fled 
to the German island of Mainau 
in Lake Constance, hoping to 
sneak into neutral Switzerland. 

In a frank discussion of condi- 
tions within the Reich, which was 
passed by Nazi censors, the Ber- 
lin correspondent for the Bern 
newspaper De Bund wrote that 
the German people “certainly have 
no cause for great hopes” and that 
“famous ray of light appears no- 
where on the horizon.”

Finds Nonprocessors Can- 
not Make Profit Under 
Ceilings, but Processors

WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP). 
—The Emergency Court of Ap- 
penls decided late yesterday that 
present ceilings, set by the Office 
of Price Administration, even 
with Government subsidies, do not 
permit packers who produce only 
fresh beef to make an adequate 
profit or “indeed to break even.” 
The Court }s a special one, cre- 
ated by the Price Stabilization 
Act, to pass on appeals from 


OPA regulations. 
The Ccurt, ruled on the other 


hand, that “processing” packer 
ceilings generally are fair and 
equitable. In contrast to non- 
processors, these packers turn out 
in addition to fresh beef such by- 
products as sausage, tallow and 
oil. They handle about 85 per 
cent of the beef aupply. 

Otherwise the food picture war 
in a week-end dimout, with sep- 
arate Senate and House investi- 
gating committees resting for a 
resumption Monday of their in- 
quiry into shortages. 

OPA attorneys wrestled with a 
decision whether to accept or ap- 
peal the ruling that some of its 
prevailing wholesale beef ceilings 
are invalid. 

Effective In 30 Days. 

The agency was directed by the 
Court to set aside these non- 
processor c*'‘‘ngs and provide an 
_ adjustment to assure a fair profit. 
The judgment is not effective for 
30 days, and meanwhile OPA may 
make the adjustment or appeal to 
the Supreme Court after a re- 
quest for a rehearing. 

The ruling was hailed as a 
“great victory” by Wilbur La Roe 
Jr.. general counsel for the Na- 
tional Independent Meat Packers 
Association. La Roe has been one 
of the principal critics of existing 
ceilings. 

In effect the Court said that a 
special subsidy of 80 cents a hun- 
dred pounds, now paid to non- 
processors is inadequate to allow 
them to compete on an equal foot- 
ing with processor firms. 

This raises an additional prob- 
lem for OPA, for a reduction of 
this subsidy to 30 cents is sched- 
uled to go into effect April 1. At 
hearings before hte Senate Agri- 
culture Commi-*ce, however,OPA 
officials agreed to study packers’ 
appeals that the cut be held up 
pending further survey of their 
financial position. 

The agency has indicated it re- 
gards subsidies, rather than con- 
sumer price increases, as the pre- 
ferred method for granting “re- 
lief” to business. 

Five Decisions by Court. 

The court's findings on beef ceil- 
ings were contained in five de- 
cisions involving a number of 
packers, among them Armour & 
Co., of the “Big Four” processor 
slaughterers. 

While withholding official com- 
ment, OPA officials reportedly feel 
the ruling approving processor 
ceilings gave the agency a de- 
cided edge in the decisions. 

They take this view, it is under- 
stood, because most of the nation’s 
beef is handled by processor pack- 
ers. They are elated, too, because 
the court found, in the Armour 
case, that processor ceilings are 
fair and equitable not alone on 
an industry-wide earnings stand- 
ard, but on a products basis. 

The court declared, however, 
that “we do not think the. . 
over-all profit position of the in- 
dustry is the only appropriate 
standard for determining whether 
the maximum prices prescribed 
are fair and equitable.” 

The product atandard also should 
be applied, the court aald, adding 
that in the Armour case its ap- 
plication showed a_ reasonable 
profit. 

But concerning nonprocessors, 
the court spoke of “the disastrous 
effect” of current price ceilings 
“upon a whole group of producers 
constituting an important segment 
of the industry.” 

Inquiry on Aid Abroad. 

House investigators organized 
yesterday to learn just how much 
rationed America can afford to 
feed hungry people abroad. 

A special committee headed by 
Frepresentative Anderson (Dem.), 
New Mexico, will cover the whole 
field of food, he said, to learn the 
causes of shortages “so that cor- 
rective action may be taken 
promptly.” 

“The committee will review the 
food procurement and stockpiling 
policies of war agencies,” anid An 
derson. “It will inquire Into any 
possible foreign relief feeding 
commitments and examine poli- 
cies that may govern the shipment 
Sof food abroad.” 

With this background, hia state- 
ment added “the committee will 
then turn its attention to specific 
groups of commodities such as 
meats, dairy products, fats and 
oils, sugar and canned fruits and 
vegetables.”

IS FOUND TIGHTER 
THAN MONTH AGO 


58 Pct. of Retailers Without 
Steaks and Roasts, 
Survey Shows. 


Every St. Louis housewife knows 
there has been a shortage of meat 
this month, but it took the United 
States Department of Labor's bu- 
reau of labor statistics to explain 
exactly how scarce is a scarcity. 

The number of ‘independent St. 
Louis retailers without stocks of 
beef steaks and roasts increased 
from approximately 35 per cent 
in mid-February to 58 per cent in 
mid-March, the bureau reported 
today. All cuts, grades and varie- 
ties of meats were harder to buy 
this month than last, the bureau 
said, and approximately seven 
stores out of 10 in St. Louis re- 
ported having no veal; nine out of 
10 no lamb or mutton: eight out 
of 10 had no pork loins, hams or 
bacon, and 7 per cent had no 
stocks of frankfurters or bologna 
on the day the survey was made. 

Butter supplies were shorter 
than in February in only one St. 
Louis store out of 10, the bureau 
found, while 39 per cent of the 
independent retailers reported no 
supplies of shortening at all on 
the day of the survey. Last month 
no stores reported being short of 
sugar, but 7 per cent found them- 


3 HOLD UP BANK, 
TAKE $20,000 AT 
GREENVILLE, ILL 


Two men with their “pockets full 
of money” were arrested late to- 
day by Illinois highway patrolmen 
as they entered a timber area near 
Litchfield, Ill, Police said the men 
were believed to be members of a 
group of three that robbed the 
First Nationa] Bank at Greenville, 
Ill., of $20,000 to $25,000 shortly 
after opening this morning. 

Patrolman William Gulbreth and 
William Forrester arrested the 
men and reported to the Sheriff's 
office at Hillsboro that they 
would need help in apprehending 
the third man, who was heavily 
armed and had already hidden in 
the dense woods, 

Shortly before the two were 
seized, the automobile, which it is 
believed they used in the robbery, 
was found in Hornsby, Ill. The 
rear window of the car had been 
shot out and the car bore Indiana 
license plates issued to an Indian- 
apolis business man, who had re- 
ported them stolen. 

The robbers entered the bank 
at about 8:50 a. m. following a 
janitor, who was reporting to 
work. They entered the front 
door and told the eight employes 
who were present: “This is a 
holdup. Nobody will get hurt un- 
less he asks for it.” 

Assistant Cashier Fred E. Mar- 
tin said the men approached him 
and ordered him to start the 
mechanism that would open the 
vault. Then, police said, the em- 
ployes were herded into a back 
room where they were guarded by 
two of the robbers. The third 
robber remained at the front door 
and as customers arrived, he 
forced them at the point of a re- 
volver to join the employes. 

When the automatic time vault 
opened about 9:10 o'clock, Martin 
said, the robbers sceoped up all 
the currency in sight and ran 
through the bank's cages stuffing 
bills into their pockets. The money 
was in bills of various denomina- 
tions. 

As they left the bank, they were 
confronted by two sma]! boys who 
had walked into the bank’s lobby. 
The robbers gave the boys $160 in 
$20 bills, locked them in a wash- 
room and told them to keep still. 
The men fled in an automobile. 
Greenville is 50 miles northeast of 
East St. Louis.

Asked whether the United States 
was disappointed at the Russians’ 
choice of Ambassador Andrei 
Gromyko to head their delegation, 
instead of Foreign Commissar V. 
M. Molotov, Stettinius replied that 
this Government welcomes any 
delegation sent by the Soviet 
Union and will work with it in 
complete harmony. 


Other powers are sending their 
foreign ministers. Gromyko has 
told reporters here that any in- 
terpretation that Russian interest 
in the conference is declining “is 
a false conclusion.” 

A reporter asked Stettinius on 
what he based his confidence that 
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He replied it is based on his faith 
that the war has not been fought 
in vain, 

While attention centered on the 
voting agreement, one high-rank- 
ing official who would not permit 
use of his name said that no ad- 
ditional secret agreements altering 
the Dumbarton Oaks proposals 
had been reached at Yalta. 

Stalin Asks for Three Votes. 

The White House announced 
late yesterday that Premier Stalin 
had asked for one vote for the 
Moscow government and one each 
for the Ukrainian Republic and 
the White Russian Republic. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill agreed to back this 
claim, provided the United States 
is given three votes also, 

Asserting that the British would 
have six seats for the United 
Kingdom, Canada, Australia, In- 
dia, New Zealand and South Af- 
rica, Bloom said it would be “un- 
fair’ for the United States to have 
only three. 

“By the same reasoning,” he 
said, “we should have six.” 


Assembly Not All-Powerful.

In New York, Barnard College 
Dean Virginia Gildersleeve, the 
United States’ woman delegate to 
the conference, declined comment 
on the voting question. 

“It is likely that the United 
States delegation will consider it 
all at a series of conferences it 
will hold before the meetings at 
San Francisco,” she said. “Until 
then, I think it would be better if 
I did not make any statement.” 


Background of Soviet Move. 


The background of the Russian 
move is more than a year old. In 
February, 1944, Moscow suddenly 
perplexed officials here by an- 
nouncing that the Soviet Union 
was being broken down, for pur- 
poses of foreign and miltiary af- 
fairs, into 16 autonomous repub- 
lics and soviets. Each, it was said, 
would. be able to conduct its for- 
eign affairs independently on is- 
sues of primary concern to itself. 

There was speculation then that 
Russia might ask for 16 seats in 
the new league, in which case, it 
was reported, the United States 
might try to find some way to ask 
for 48 seats—one for each state. 

Nothing more was heard of this 
until Yalta, when the proposal 
emerged as a request for, not 16, 
but three places in the assembly. 
The White Russian and the 
Ukrainian Soviets, which would 
have the additional seats, are the 
most populous of the Russian re- 
publics outside the main Russian 
Soviet of which Moscow is the 
capital. Also those are the two 
fronting on Western Europe, 


Text of Announcement. 


Following is the text of the 
White House announcement: 

“Soviet representatives at the 
Yalta conference indicated their 
desire to raise at the San Fran- 
cisco conference of the United 
Nations, the question of repre- 
sentation for the Ukrainian So- 
viet Republic and the White 
Russian Soviet Republic in the 
assembly of the proposed Unit- 
ed Nations organization. 


“The American and British 
representatives at the Yalta con- 
ference were requested by the 
Soviet representative to support 
this proposal when submitted to 
the conference of the United 
Nations at San Francisco. 

“They agreed to do so, but 
the American representative 
stated that, if the United Na- 
tions organization agreed to let 
the Soviet republics have three 
votes, the United States would 
ask for three votes also. 

“The British and Soviet rep- 
resentatives state that they 
would have no objection to the 
United States ang its possessions 
having three votes in the assem- 
bly if it so desired. 

“These conversations at Yalta 
related to the submission of a 
question to the San Francisco 
conference where the ultimate 
decision will be made.” 


Reaction of Senators. 


Disclosure of the agreement on 
voting ratio failed to create a stir 
in either London or Ottawa. Re- 
action among diplomats in London 
was confined to observations that 
final decision rests with the con- 
ference itself, 


A number of Congressmen here 
adopted that attitude, too, noting 
that the small nations at San 
Francisco will outnumber the 
large powers there. 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
said difficulties involved in appor- 
tioning the assembly vote to the 
relative strength of each nation 
“seem impracticable.” 

“I’m glad the subject is not a 
closed one and that it will be calm- 
ly and carefully considered at San 
Francisco,” he said. 

Senator Burton (Rep.), Ohio, 
called the question “typically a 
matter for consideration” by the 
conference. 


Like Bloom, Senator Pepper 


(Dem.), Florida, thought it ‘unfair 
for the British Commonwealth to 
have a vote for each nation, while 
the United States would have only 
three. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
quipped that if the United States 
was to have only three, “one 
might represent Ohio, another 
California and a third the rest of 
the country.” 

But Senator Millikin (Rep.), 
Colorado, thought the Big Three 
had opened a Pandora's box which 
would invite demands from the 
small nations for additional vot- 
ing power, 

“It’s the old League of Nations 
fight all over again,” he remarked.

Japan's cabinet, meanwhile, ap- 
proved an “outline of emergency 
measures” for evacuating Jap 
anese cities, the Tokyo radio re- 
ported.

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5 BOYS TURNING IN 
FALSE FIRE ALARMS 


LECTURED BY CHIEF 


12-and-13-Year-Olds Round- 
ed Up After Number Triples 
in Two Weeks, 


Five 12 and 13 year old boys 
were lectured sternly yesterday by 
Fire Chief Frank Egenriether for 
turning in false fire alarms. They 
were apprehended by police in an 


investigation of the recent in- 


crease in the number of false 


alarms, 

Egenriether said that in the 
last two weeks the number of 
false alarms had almost tripled, 
with 30 to 35 coming in each week 
compared to the weekly normal of 
10 to 15. In most instances, he 
said, alarm boxes were pulled by 
“youngsters looking for excite- 
ment, who think it is smart.” 

The five boys, who have been 
ordered to report regularly to ju- 
venile authorities, were warned 
against repetition of such pranks 
by Egenriether, who pointed out 
that recently one fire truck an- 
swering a false alarm collided 
with a delivery truck, causing con- 
siderable damage to the apparatus 
and injury to some of the fire- 
men. He said a warrant had been 
issued against a 17-year-old who 
had turned in 15 false alarms in 
one week. 


NAZIS ATTEMPT 
TO HOLD PEOPLE IN 
LINE BY THREATS

It boasted that “German free- 
dom fighters” had killed Franz 
Oppenhof, Allied-appointed Mayor 
of occupied Aachen, and said an- 
other “traitor” and his whole 
family were killed in an explosion 
at Meutzenich, south of Aachen. 

The Allies have disclosed that 
three parachutists in German uni- 
form killed Oppenhof last Sunday 
night at his home, and escaped. 
The Germans said yesterday he 
had been convicted by “the na- 
tional court for the maintenance 
of German honor and immediate- 
ly sentenced to death.” 

The Nazi Transocean propagan- 
da agency said the “execution” at 
Muetzenich did away with a for- 
mer school teacher named Velten 
accused of being a “traitor Ger- 
man Mayor serving under the Al- 
lied Military Government.” 

In occupied Darmstadt, an 
Allied-appointed mayor—not iden- 
tified—was attacked by an assas- 
sin before the A.M.G. had time 
to unpack its files. Although flee- 
ing Nazi leaders had warned they 
were ieaving behind enough agents 
to kill everyone co-operating with 
the Allies, the assassin was dis- 
closed to be a liberated foreign 
worker with a dislike for any 
German. The mayor was knifed, 
but not seriously. 

Attacks on Nazi Leaders. 

Attacks on the lives of two Nazi 
leaders were reported by the 
Luxembourg radio, quoting “re- 
liable Swiss sources.” 

8.8. leader Dr. Ernst Kalten- 
brunner, No. 2 Nazi under Hein- 
rich Himmler, was_ reported 
wounded seriously during anti- 
Nazi clashes at Vienna. 

Baldur von Schirach, former 
Hitler Youth chief and Nazi lead- 
er at Vienna, was said to have had 
a narrow escape from assassina- 
tion in the Austrian capital. Two 
of his companions were killed, the 
report asserted, 

Underground reports reaching 
London said the Germans had 
fought among themselves in Dan- 
zig before the Russians smashed 
into that Baltic port, with regular 
soldiers turning machine guns on 
members of the People’s Army 
when the latter tried to prevent 
a Nazi 8. 8. colonel from fleeing 
the city. 

The Geneva newspaper La 
Suisse quoted an eye-witness re- 
port of the hanging of eight. Ger- 
mans in one south German city 
“for having simply doubted the 
efficacy of the defense measures.” 
The paper said that throughout 
South Germany “everyone realizes 
thé war is lost, but no one dares 
say 80 openly.”

Reich Civilians Surly but Spurn 
Chances to Pot-Shot Americans 
Because of Ingrained Discipline

ONTRASTS which make Teutonic character an enigma to other 
peoples were well illustrated during a jeep ride from Trier east- 
ward through the conquered area of the Reich and then by incl- 


dent this afternoon in this metropolis, which had a prewar population 


of more than a half million. 


The city is famous as the birthplace of 


Germany’s greatest classic poet, Johann Wolfgang von Goethe, and 
also. as the site of the medieval Ghetto from which sprang the fi- 


nancial empire of the Rothschilds. 


The drive from Trier late yes- 
terday was through rolling wooded 
country ideal for ambush, sniping 
and guerrilla operations. Our ve- 
hicle, containing three unarmed 
correspondents and a soldier driver 
too busy at the wheel to make ef- 
fective use of his carbine, was 
often isolated, and for miles there 
was no other sign of American oc- 
cupation visible. As dusk fell, we 
passed village after village as ter- 
ribly blasted by American guns 
and planes as any in Normandy. 
In most groups there were Ger- 
man boys in their teens with bitter 
surly faces who stared at the 
ruins of homes and no doubt 
thought of relatives and friends 
who have been killed. 

Yet the idea never occurred for 
one moment that anyone might 
try a pot shot at us and make an 
easy escape in the hills and for- 
ests. We relied—and correctly—on 
the habits, discipline and docility 
ingrained in the German mentality 
for centuries. It appears the aver- 
age Teuton is unhappy and lost 
without someone to give him or- 
ders and that he doesn’t care 
much what the authority is so 
long as it is authority. There is 
universal testimony by our mill- 
tary government officers that. 
German civilians are giving the 
same strict obedience to American 
orders as they once gave the 
Kaiser and then Adolf Hitler. 

This afternoon we called at an 
advanced installation four blocks 
south of the bridge across the 
Main River which bisects the city 
and over which Monday morning 
the Sixth Armored Division threw

This is just one episode of the 
last-ditch suicidal defense of 
Frankfurt which was deserted 
days ago by the Wehrmacht and 
is being waged by as motley a 
force as American soldiers have 
met in Europe.

In Defense of Lenders 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Comment in the: Post-Dispatch con- 
cerning small-loan rates has not includ- 
ed a statement of the reason rates were 
established at the existing levels. In 
1913 Missouri adopted the Uniform Small 
Loans Act, which was the outgrowth of 
an extensive study of the loan business 
sponsored by the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion. 

The rates are based on past experi- 
ence and are fixed at levels which en- 
able licensed loan companies to sustain 
the losses inherent in extending sub- 
standard credit and return a profit suf- 
ficient to attract capital into this field. 

The loan companies do not receive a 
1500 per cent mark-up as stated in your 
recent editorial When a merchant 
buys a tie for $1 and retails it for $1.50, 
his 50 per cent mark-up covers all of his 
costs, including the cost of interest on 
his bank loan. To figure the rate of in- 
terest paid by the merchant against the 
retail price of the tie results in a dis- 
torted mark-up. Fifteen hundred per 
cent is not the loan company mark-up 
because the loan company is merchan- 
dising a complete service, only a part 
of the cost of which is attributable to 
the cost of its bank borrowings. 

Small-loan companies are numerous 
and there are hundreds of these whose 
principals are not making as much’ 
money as an editorial writer on a met- 
ropolitan daily. Management ability 
determines success in this field fully as 
much as it does in others, for if this 
were not so, people would be clamoring 
to operate a loan company, and loan 
company stock would be more attrac- 
tive than any other investment. The 
loan companies will not go broke if 
rates are reduced, but they will go out 
of business, and in their place men and 
women who do not enjoy bankable 
credit will seek out the Joan shark. 

The credit unions are servicing a pre- 
ferred class of borrower while the small- 
loan companiés accept the risks no oth- 
er lender wants.

St. Louis voters next Tuesday will be con- 
fronted with a well-nigh impossible task: name- 
ly, the selection of the five best School Board 
members out of a field of 10. The best-informed 
and most conscientious citizen—even if he spent 
days investigating the candidates—would find it 
difficult to make a confident choice. The Post- 
Dispatch regrets that it cannot make any recom- 
mendations. 

Instead, we think the election should be used 
to drive home to the people of St. Louis the 
need for a fundamental reform, of our whole 
Board of Education election system. The pres- 
ent system has been in effect for many years. 
It is a dismal failure, and 92,500 school children 
are its innocent victims. 

Under the present system, any person can pro- 
pose himself for the School Board provided he 
presents a petition signed by the requisite num- 
ber of signatures—in this case, 6799. How this 
is open to abuse is shown by the fact that the 
petition of every single candidate in next Tues- 
day’s election was shown to have fake signatures. 


* * * 


Instead of attracting outstanding citizens with 
a deep interest in education, the present system, 
to an alarming degree, has resulted in the elec- 
tion of men who have used their position on the 
board to advance their private financial inter- 
ests. The case of Bond Salesman Richard Mur- 
phy, who was involved in the Murphy-Gerling 
scandal, though the worst on record, is only one 
of many examples that could be cited. 

When St. Louis does get a good School Board 
member, it usually is the result of an appoint- 
ment by the Mayor to fill a vacancy. 

So for years the city has had before it the pic- 
ture of a School Board noted only for prolonged 
bickering, political wire-pulling, favoritism, pa- 
tronage-grabbing, waste, misuse of funds, back- 
stage connivance and general inefficiency. 

And this in St. Louis, whose public schools 
once commanded the admiration of the nation 
and whose public educators—Louls Soldan, Su- 
san Blow, William T. Harris, Calvin M. Wood- 
ward and Ben Blewett—were famous through- 
out the nation.

The Post-Dispatch hereby renews a proposal 
—first made March 21, 1944—that St. Louis at- 
tack the evil School Board system in a bold and 
sweeping way. The plan, devised by Ferd Gott- 
lieb of the Post-Dispatch staff, attracted the at- 
tention of the noted educator, Dr. George W. 


Strayer, who recently urged its adoption by 
Boston. 

If, after 50 black and grimy winters, we could 
get rid of smoke, surely the city can get rid of 
a system which penalizes the school children and 
strikes at the very foundation of democracy. 

We propose: 

(1) A smaller board. 

The present board of 12 members is unwieldy 
and makes for factionalism and the delegation 


of important work to committees (which work in | 


secrecy) instead of its transaction by the board 

as a whole. St. Louis has one of the largest 

School Boards in the country. A survey by the 

United States Office of Education shows that the 

great majority of cities have boards of from five 

to nine members, with seven the median number. 
ake ies 


(2) A new method of selection. 

We believe the School Board should be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, but that the Mayor should 
be restricted in his choice to a list of nominees 
drawn up by a panel of outstanding citizens. 
After two years in office, appointees would be 
compelled to go before the voters for continu- 
ance in office or rejection on the basis of their 
records. 

In other words, we propose a system of select- 
ing School Board members similar to the system 
of selecting Judges under the non-partisan court 
plan, adopted by Missouri to rid the bench of 
unsavory Judges. This system, combining the 
appointive with the elective methods, is just as 
applicable to the School Board as it is to the 
bench. If mistakes were made in appointments, 
they could be corrected by the electorate. 

(3) A real merit system. 

The need for a merit system is so obvious and 
the abuses from the lack of it are so flagrant 
that its inclusion in any all-out program ought 
to be a foregone conclusion. With school ap- 
pointments and tenure on-a strict merit basis, 
the efficiency of the whole system, and its em- 
ployes’ morale, could be counted upon to im- 


prove apace,

Voters will be confused and bewildered next 
Tuesday as they try to choose from the 10 names 
on the School Board ballot. Many voters will 
see the names of these candidates for the first 
time. Few voters, if any, will be able to make 
an informed choice. 

Isn't it time—and past time—to get rid of St.

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Who’s Running Against Whom? 

Is Mr. Chadeayne running against Mayor 
Kaufmann or is he running against Walter 
Head? This odd question arises out of an ever 
odder situation. In private life, Mr. Chadeayne 
is comptroller (now on temporary leave of ab- 
sence) of the General American Life Insurance 
Co., while Mr. Head is president of the same 
So Head is Chadeayne’s boss..- 

Usually a man is at least polite to his boss and 
does not accuse him publicly of wicked deeds. 
But the other day Mr. Chadeayne, unwittingly 
of coyrse, did that very thing to Mr. Head, The 
Democratic candidate for Mayor eharged that 
Mayor Kaufmann was cutting ‘political pie” out 
of the postwar publie works fund. He even 
went so far as to say it reminded him of the 
way Vic Miller used to act in St. Louis. 

By, cutting political pie, Mr. Chadeayne meant 
that Mayor Kaufmann was planning to spend 
large sums from the $43,000,000 bond issue, set 
aside for postwar work, to employ favored out- 
side engineers and architects. He likened this to 
“the pattern of the Miller administration, when 
outside engineers and certain architects received 
fat fees for work that could have been done by 
the city’s engineers.” 

Whether such a policy is bad or good, it turns 
out that it is a policy inaugurated, not by Mayor 
Kaufmann, but by Mr. Head and other members 
of the Citizens’ Committee on Postwar Improve- 
ments and Employment. In other words, Mr. 
Chadeayne opened his mouth and neatly inserted 
his No. 12 size shoe. Mr. Head answered him 
yesterday in very effective style. He pointed 
out that the Mayor had simply accepted a dect- 
sion made by a distinguished citizens’ committee, 
including such prominent members of Mr. Cha- 
deayne’s own party as Tom Smith and William 
Connett. 

And this was the stunner in Mr. Head's state- 
ment: One of the outside engineers who has 
been selected by the Citizens’ Committee to par- 
ticipate in the “political pie” is Raymond R. 
Tucker. Mr. Tucker happens to be one of Mr, 
Chadeayne's principal and most active support- 
ers, and is chairman of the Democratic Citizens’ 
Committee supporting the Chadeayne eandidacy. 

So the unfortunate Mr. Chadeayne is in a posi- 
tion of criticising, by implication, one of his 
chief supporters and, also by implication, eriti- 
cising his own boss. The campaign is nearly 
over, but we hope between now and next Taes- 
day it will be all straightened out, and that the 
contest will get back on the track to a straight 
Chadeayne-Kaufmann basis.

Agreements are as good as the observance, 
and the Johnston-Green-Murray employer-labor 
declaration of mutual interests can scarcely be 
enforced even if every employer and workman 
in the country signs it. It could be no more 
binding than the no-strike and no-labor-exploit- 
ing pledges, which have been breached with 
noticeable frequency. Nevertheless, the several 
articles of agreement are excellent; we can 
hardly achieve peace and prosperity unless they 
are generally observed. As among great po- 
litical states, there is much to be said, too, for 
any inerease in the very habit of consultation 
among industrial powers.

was expressed by E. J. Thomas of Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber: “We all have one boss—the 
consuming public.” If performance comes 
near equaling that profession, we have nothing 
to fear. 

Perhaps the most fascinating feature of the de- 
elaration is the attitude of Ira Mosher of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, the con- 
spicuous absentee. He is right, of course, that 
it is “generalities on which there is already wide 
agreement.” There is, however, a strange ring in 
the addition that making them work is “a job for 
Congress.”

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Juvenile Crime Wave Can Be Checked

Tremendous increase in crimes by adolescents revealed by statistics, 
FBI director declares; 17-year-old boys and 18-year-old girls com- 
of mitted more offenses than any other age group; it is the duty of 
adults to help to create right mental attitudes in youth, he insists. 


J. Edgar Hoover in the Rotarian 


FBI crime statistics show that there has 
been a tremendous tncrease in juvenile 
crime since the outbreak of the war. Crime 
among young girls, for example, has 
mounted 130.4 per cent, and in one war- 
boom center the number of young girls 
arrested has increased 355 per cent. 


The vast majority of juvenile offenders 
are between the ages of 12 and 21. They 
represent 15 per cent of the total popule- 
tion. In 1943, however, they accounted for 
65 per cent of all the car thefts, 55 per eent 
of all the burglaries, 39 per cent of al] the 
robberies, 37 per cent of all the sneak 
thievery, 30 per cent of all cases involving 
malicious destruction by fire and 13 per 
cent of all the murders. 


In fact, 17-year-old boys and 18-year-old 
girls committed more crimes than eny 
other age groups. 


Youth and Organized Crime 


These figures represent crime casualties 
on the home front. They explain the vital 
and deep soncern which law-enforcement 
officers throughout the United States have 
felt for several years toward the rising 
problem of juvenile delinquency. For the 
very existence of organized crime depends 
upon the recruiting of youth. 

Moral deterioration is surprisingly fast 
once a boy or girl has abandoned the 
normal channels of character development. 
Within a matter of months, a neglected 
child may have taken the steps leading 
directly to a professional crime career. 

One boy of 18 comes from a home of 
modeat means. He has been arrested 18 
times for petty larceny, burgiarly, robbery 


and sedomy. At 16 he stole bicycles and- 


became known as a dealer in stolen 
bicycles, which he purchased, dismantled, 
remade and resold. 

This boy was found to have the ekill of 
a professional criminal for the commission 
of many types of crimes. He knew how to 
manufacture nitroglycerin and had paid @ 
fellow inmate, who was about to be re 
teased, a small sum to smuggle saw biades 
in to him in order to facilitate his escape 
by sgwing away the bare of his cell, 


Another boy from the same town and 
from similar home conditions who is now 
16, began playing truant from school at the 
age of 13 and frequently “wandered away” 
from his home and former associates. His 
first gun was homemade, and although 
only 16, he had a professional knowledge 
of firearms and had fired at one of his 
associates with intent to kill. 

Recently these two boys hitch-hiked 1500 
miles and on the return trip held up a 
driver who had given them a ride, beat him 
into unconsciousness, threw him from the 
car and proceeded on their journey, 


Mental Attitudes Are Defective 


These two boys are not isolated examples, 
but are typical of an increasing number of 
youths who can be found in almost any 
community. Their case histories vividly 
demonstrate how rapidly the mind of a 
neglected child enn. be turned from the 
normal pursuits of youth to the perverted 
and distorted patterna of professionai 
criminality—and once a juvenile has struck 
out upon the highroad to erime, he is 
almost invariably a crime casualty. 

There are many contributing causes of 
fuvenile delinquency, but the real under- 


lying problem which allows these forces 
to produce juvenile delinquents is one o 
defective mental attitudes, 


When a delinquent child comes from an 
“under-privileged home,” there is a popular 
tendency to blame this exclusively for his 
criminal activities, The fact is, however, 
that the vast majority of children from 
under-privileged homes are not delinquent. 
The student of the subject comes to realize 
that the factor which makes or breaks the 
ehild te his “mental outlook.” If a child 
ean be fortified with the fundamental 
values of good citizenship, he will come 
through successfully. 

In America today there are 40 million 
boys and girls who are under 18. Good 
citizens don’t “just grow up.” If neglected, 
boys and girls will grow up believing in the 
law of the jungle. . 

The question of crime among our youth 
cannot be pawned off on a few juvenile 
courts, overburdened with juvenile bureaus, 
and the local police. The big job is getting 
every parent, business man, school teacher, 
salesman, farmer, mechanic, housewife, 
and every other forward-looking citizen, to 
realize that this is their job and it is up to 
them to do something about it, 

The mental attitudes which are usually 
conspicuously absent.among boys and girls 
involved in juvenile crime are the old- 
fashioned but fundamental principles which 
are as old as the history of civilized man. 
They include honesty, respect for parents, 
fair play, a sense of decency, respect for 
law and order, willingness to work, hard 
work in schools and ambition to succeed. 


Crime Should Be Cut Off at Source 


The parent, school teacher, clergyman, 
Scoutmaster, police officer or business man 
will each have his own special way of 
geting these ideals across, The important 
thing i# that all adults determine to do 
their part of the job. 

Children should not only be taught facts, 
but also ideals. In the churches there is a 
need to take the “Sunday” sign from the 
bulletin boards and make the churches 
community-serving institutions seven days 
a week. The impression gained by these 
future citizeng in their first contact with 
business and industry can be of inestimable 
value. 

The most profitable way to fight crime 
is by cutting it off at its source of supply: 
youth. The challenging task of guiding 
boys and girls across the morass of adoles- 
eent adjustment into the safe channels of 
mature citizenship is a tremendous job. 


In fact, it is everybody's job!

Fine Book on ‘Pitchfork Ben,’ 
A Demagogue, Yet a Statesman 


“Pitchfork Ben Tillman: South Carolinian,” by 
Francis Butier Simkins. (Loulsiana State Uni- 
versity Press, Baton Rouge, La.) 

That “no South Carolinian, with the 
single exception of Calhoun, hag ever made 
a profounder impression on his generation 
than Tillman” is the reasoned and sub- 
stantiated conclusion of this excellent book. 
Its author, a South Carolinian by birth 
and a historian with solid achievement to 
his credit, supplies a graphic portrait of 
the life and times of a picturesque figure, 
a figure compounded of statesmanship, 
chariatanism and sheer vicioysness. 

No informed person can deny that Till- 
man had elements of greatness. It is 
equally inescapable that he loosed forces 
by which not only South Carolina but the 
entire South is likely to be chained for 
generations. 

His incitement of sectional conflict, his 
even more vicious play upon race pre} 
udice and his deliberate demagoguery alike 
set back the nation’s maturity. His prating 
about his honesty and his courage assumed 
a hypocritical quality, because he had 
ready-made alibis for his mistakes—the 
Civil War, Reconstruction, Northern indus- 
trialists, Southern aristocrats, That these 
alibis were good does not increase his 
stature: he knew they were good and he 
exploited them. What he did not know 
was that they were often irrelevant. 


True, the evil that Tillman did has 
lived after him, but not ai] the good was 
interred with his bones. Even in his 
demagoguery there was virtue. As the 
mouthpiece of submerged Southern whites, 
he formulated as®well as phrased their 
hopes. The aristocracy fell before his on- 
slaughts, because its sword wag 
and its shield papier-mache. 

In particulars as well ag in general, the 
achievement of this agrarian Governor and 
Senator bears examination. He fought ag- 
gressively, at times successfully, for reform 
in agricultural methods and education; he 
aired abuses in tax policies; he sponsored 
social legislation. Hig most original con- 
tribution as Governor was the dispensary 
system. By creating a public monopoly 
over the sale of alcoholic liquors, this erect- 
ed a “reasoned compromise between unre 
strained drinking and the impracticalities 
of total prohibition.”

As Senator, Tillman urged the union of 
the agricultural South and West to fight 
for free silver. He sought to establish a 
Government-owned plant to manufacture 
armor plate for battleships, His chief claim 
to distinction in the Senate was hig spon- 
sorship of Theodore Roosevelt’s railway 
rate bill, wherein he had ample opportunity 
to impress the country that he was no 
“filthy baboon” but a progressive states- 
man. Thereafter he slid into the back- 
ground. 

In summary, admitting that he often 
desecrated what he touched, higtorians will 
be constrained to insist that ng mere dem- 
agogue could sire so much constructive 
statesmanship ag Pitchfork Ben Tillman,

It now seems reasonably certain 
that the climax of the European 
war will have begun before and 
will continue during the confer- 
ence. The heads of states and the 
foreign ministers of ali the prin- 
cipal powers are bound to be pre- 
occupied in making the immediate 
momentous and urgent decisions 
which are called for by the wholly 
unprecedented conditions under 
which the war in Europe is com- 
ing to its end. 


Attention Will Be Divided. 


Yet at that time they are sup- 
posed to be in San Francisco, or 
to have their minds fixed on San 
Francisco, and to be deliberating 
upon the drafting of a charter 
which is to govern the long future 
in international affairs. 

It is obvious that Roosevelt, 
Churchill Stalin, De Gaulle and 
Chiang Kai-shek cannot settle 
down to the business at San Frapn- 
cisco: they have to be in Wash- 
ington, London, Moscow, Paris 
and Chungking, at the seat of 
their governments, where they are 
in hourly personal contact with 
their principal advisers and lieu- 
tenants. 

It will not be much easier for 
the foreign ministers to be away, 
not only from their capital cities, 
but from any capital city where 
there are embassies and the other 
facilities that are needed in the 
conduct of international affairs. 


Lack Advance Agreements. 


Yet if the principal delegates 
are not the men who have the 
authority to reach decisions, the 
work done at San Francisco will 
have to be referred back to the 
capitals, and re-examined in diplo- 
matic exchanges among the capi- 
tals. 

Since the decisive military cam- 
paigns which are now launched 
were determined at Yalta, it is dif- 
ficult to understand why the 
United Nations conference was 
fixed for San Francisco at the 
end of April. 

All who have had experience 
with international conferences 
have learned that the first rule 


for success is to have substantial 
agreement in advance on all ques- 
tions of vital interests and high 
principle. The promoters and 
managers of the San Francisco 
meeting have not observed this 
rule, and it is, therefore, of the 
highest importance that we pre- 
pare ourselves to deal with the 
risks this imposes upon us. 

There is the risk of intermin- 
able debate which, . because the 
limelight will be on the confer- 
ence, might become irreconcilable 
once a delegation had committed 
itself publicly and was unable 
without loss of face to retreat. 

There is the countervailing risk 
that the great powers, impatient 
with too long a debate, will cut it 
short and railroad decisions which 
will leave governments and people 
resentful that they have been de- 
nied an adequate hearing. 

There is the over-all risk that 
statesmen will be so preoccupied 
with the immediate issues at the 
end of the war that the best wis- 
dom of the best minds will sim- 
ply not be applied to the charter. 


Look for a Safety Valve. 


It is not too late to consider 
earnestly whether there cannot be 
devised a safety valve or an 
escape clause against the conse- 
quences of having to do too big 
a job too quickly at the wrong 
place under very difficult condi- 
tions at a supreme juncture in 
human affairs. 

The risks might be minimized 

either by a general provision that 
the charter is to be provisional 
for say 10 years and then is to 
be revised; or, perhaps better still, 
by setting up the organization as 
outlined at Dumbarton Oaks, and 
then giving it authority to do at 
leisure and deliberately what the 
San Francisco conference is sup- 
posed to do—namely, to perfect 
the provisional charter and the 
provisional organization. 
For in one way or another, we 
shall have to guard against the 
notion that San Francisco can 
produce, or should be expected to 
produce, a conclusive and per- 
fected constitution for the world 
of the future.

I have a memory of early morn- 
ing in Rome, with the glow of the 
sunrise in the Piazza D'Espagna. 
I had breakfast in Naples, 40 min- 
utes away by air, and an early 
lunch in Belgrade. When I left 
Naples to return to the Western 
front, I had dinner in Paris and, 
the following evening, I was in 
Cologne, which had then been oc- 
cupied for only three days. 

Such swift transitions are pos- 
sible because of the extensive fa- 
cilities provided for those who 
write and broadcast about the war. 
My experience—and it is not ex- 
ceptional—has been that the Army 
and the air forces go to great 
lengths to make it possible for 
correspondents to see the war at 
first-hand. Never before was 
there such a determined effort to 
insure first-hand reporting on the 
course of the conflict. 


War Brought to the Writers. 


Public relations officers operate 
everywhere to help correspondents 
and broadcasters, Theirs is not an 
easy job. Often we are difficult 
and demanding—and, yes, temper- 
amental. 

Moreover, many public relations 
officers get a feeling of frustra- 
tion in their job. Often they would 
like a more active part in the war, 
and resent having to chaperon cor- 
respondents. But in the Army, 
you do the job assigned to you. 

Here in Paris, the Hote] Scribe, 
just off the place De L’Opera, has 
been turned over to correspond- 
ents and, whenever possible, the 
war is brought to them. That is 
to say, officers with special knowl- 
edge come from SHAEF to brief 
them on the latest developments. 
Information officers are available 
at the Scribe at all times to run 
down even the smallest facts 
sought by correspondents. 


Faults in Public Relations.

If a public relations officer is par- 
ticularly ambitious and aggressive 
or if a commanding General is 
over-zealous for publicity, then the 
result may be a disproportionate 
share of news coming out of his, 
particular theater.

And it tends to make supermen 
out of individuals who, in many 
instances, may be just ordinary 
mortals doing the best they can in 
the face of the tremendous de- 
mands of the hour. 

The most serious criticism of 
the system came at the time of 
the enemy break-through in the 
Ardennes. Correspondents stationed 
in Europe complained that news 
was being held back unneces- 
sarily, implying that there was a 
cover-up for our failure to antici- 
pate the Germans’ surprise at- 
tack. 

Stephen Early, Mr. Roosevelt's 
former press secretary, recently 
completed a survey of the public 
relations setup here. One of the 
changes likely to come out of his 
recommendations is that, when it 
is impossible for reasons of mili- 
tary security to give out news, an 
official statement will be issued, 
telling why it’s impossible.

The public relations system of 
the Army was created in order to 
get the story of the war to the 
American public as fully and as 
quickly as possible. But in this 
theater, it takes too little account 
of the relationship between the 
French—both the civil population 
and the French Army—and our 
own military. That, in the opin- 
ion of observers with a long back- 
ground here, is a weakness. It 
tends to create a special, isolated 
world of the Army, quite detached 
from France and the French. 

It is easy to see how misunder- 
standings can grow out of such 
a situation.

To our military 
leaders, dealing with the urgent 
demands of an all-devouring war, 
it sometimes seems that the 
French deliberately try to put ob- 
stacles in their way.

A.M. A, Journal Attack Really 
Criticism of Association 
Members, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP).

the American Medical Association, 
in criticising care given veterans, 
was in effect complaining of the 
membership of the association. 

Hines said in a statement that

“When the Journal criticises the 
medicine being practiced in vet- 
erans’ administration hospifals, it 
is reflecting on its own member- 
ship, which directly contributes by 
its advice and experience to the 
clinical practices followed in car- 
ing for the veterans in veterans’ 
administration institutions.” 

He added that he welcomed a 
complete congressional investiga- 
tion and that he thought it would 
show that the service given re- 
turning veterans would compare 
favorably with that in Army and 
Navy hospitals. 

The Journal said that various 
investigators believe “that medical 
feare in the veterans’ administra- 
tion is on a standard far lower 
than that prevailing in ordinary 
practice in the United States.”

—- Retailers and wholesalers who 
have paid higher than ceiling 
prices for goods must also pay 
higher income taxes. 

Joseph D. Nunan Jr., Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, said 
yesterday that all dealers in com- 
modities subject to price controls 
who pay illegally high prices, can- 
not have the excess payments con- 
sidered as deductions, in  de- 
terming their taxable income. 
Here’s how the regulations works: 

If a storekeeper bought $100,000 
worth of goods subject to price 
controls and sold them for $125,- 
000, he normally would report a 
profit of $25,000.

Gardeners Marking 


Time 


Because of Heavy Rains 


area will be forced to mark 

time this week end as far as 
outdoor work is concerned. Look- 
ing out the window as this is 
written, we see our plots have 
been turned into miniature lakes 
by heavy rains, and this, after the 
balmy weather early in the week 
had sent our hopes soaring. 

Persons making gardens for the 
first time should remember that 
day by day weather dictates plant- 
ing time. Make that “soil work- 
ing test” before you do anything 
in your garden. If a handful of 
soil, slightly squeezed in your fist, 
holds together in a lump, you will 
be wrecking its future condition 
if you work it. 

Though the weather has posted 

“Keep Out” signs around the gar- 
den, you should be able to find 
enough workable soil to start a 
“flat” or a couple of flower pots 
with Savoy cabbage over the week 
end. 
Here are the directions for 
transplanting cabbage that you 
will want as soon as the soil is 
workable again. When the .cab- 
bage plants are set into the gar- 
den, fill in the soil around the 
roots so that you are sure there 
are no air pockets. Then saturate 
the soil around the plants with 
about a pint of liquid fertilizer. 
The liquid pulls the soil in around 
the roots without packing or 
“nuddling” and offers a ready 
meal 

Here is the simple recipe for 
that well-balanced liquid meal, 
figured at the rate of a pint for 
each plant. ake it up with 
Victory Garden fertilizer at the 
rate ns | one-half pound to a gallon 
of water. Cut the lid smoothly 
from an empty No. 2 size can— 
so you won't need any first aid— 
and pinch the rim to form a sort 
of spout. This makes a handy 
ladle for serving the liquid meal 
to the transplants and for a pint 
(two cups), it should be filled to 
within about one and one-half 
inches of the top. Stir the solution 
between ladlings, and don’t worry 
about the undissolved material. 
The essential food elements dis- 
solve most quickly. — 

“Collars” for cabbages are 
another assurance of heads. The 
cutworms that feed on lawn and 
weeds can become deadly night- 
time snipers of cabbage. They 
chew through the stems an inch 
or so above the ground and then 
sneak away by day and hide in 
the soil. “Collars” can be quickly 
cut from any sort of cardboard. 
They should be from six to nine 
inches long and three inches wide. 
Curve the cardboard piece into a 
sort of tube or “collar” and press 
it into the soil to a depth of about 
one inch. Cutworms don’t burrow 
deeper than a scant three-quarters 
inch and cannot climb more than 
about one inch up a smooth sur- 
face such as cardboard. A “collar”

is a sure protection against this 
common enemy. 

Down straight—no kinks in the 
roots — is another transplanting 
rule to keep in mind. Roots of 
seedlings and transplants have so 
little “backbone” — rigidity, you 
might call it—that it is all too 
easy to set them into a too-shallow 
hole and force the root to bend 
around rather than go straight 
downwards. 

The varieties of cabbage that 
come to our stores as plants are 
mainly Golden Acre, a round head, 
and the conical ghaped Jersey 
Wakefield. Both are “earlies,” 
taking some 65 to 70 days to head 
size. The Savoy cabbages, my fa- 
vorites, are hardly ever in the 
market as plants. Savoy cabbage 
has crinkly leaves, is much more 
green, rather flat-shaped, and to 
my taste so much sweeter and 
better in flavor, that I don’t un- 
derstand why city gardeners grow 
any other kind for cole slaw. 
Savoy doesn't hold up as well in 
the field or in shipping, once the 
heads are formed and firm, when 
hot weather comes. That rules it 
out for the farmers, but certainly 
not for us.

ECKENER BOMBED OUT; JT; PLANS 


NEW ZEPPELINS AFTER WAR 


FRANKFURT-ON-MAIN, March 
30 (AP).—Dr. Hugo Eckener, 77 
years old, famed German Zeppe- 
lin builder, was reported yester- 
day by one of his former asso- 
ciates to be living with his daugh- 
ter at Lindau near Wirttenberg 
after having been bombed out of 
his Friedrichshafen home, 

Eckener, represented as being 
passively anti-Nazi, was said to 
have told his former associates 
that he intended to build more 
Zeppelins after the war with 
financial backing from the Unit- 
ed States. 

The associate said the Nazis de- 
livered “a sad blow” to Eckener 
at the start of the war when they 
decided that Zeppelins were im- 
practical for modern warfare, 
blew up the Graf Zeppelin mMangar 
and melted down its framework.

ANY players hold to the 
theory that they should not 
lead a singleton, looking for 
ruffs, when many | have both length 
and atrength in the opponents’ 
trump suit. At times, of course, 
this makes sense, but certainly no 
hard and fast “rule” can be laid 
down. Consider this fairly typical 
case: 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


North’s two club bid wag very 
bad. His only right action over 
one spade was a pass! 

Weat, for all his trump strength, 
decided to lead his singleton club. 


The ace won, and declarer re- 
turned a spade. West duckin 

East won and led back a clu 

which West ruffed. West now led 
his top heart. Declarer captured 
East’s queen and led another 
spade, West winning. A heart 
return put East in and a heart 
came back. West ruffed, and 
though he wag now reduced to 
three trumps, two of these were 
sure winners. Thus, the defend- 
ers won, in all, two spade tricks, 
one heart, and no fewer than four 
of West's five trumps! 


‘Needless to say, the three dia- 
mond contract could not have 
fared well against any opening or 
almost any line of defense, con- 
sidering the concentration of 
trumps in West's hand, but one 
thing is sure: the singleton lead 
by West did not cost anything! 
South was “off” only two spades 
and one heart in side cards, and 
he certainly could not have lost
